The subject matter of claim 1 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
document 1 (the claims and examples), document 2 (the claims and paragraphs [0008], [0026] and 
[0029]), document 3 (the claims and Table 1), document 4 (the claims; page 5, upper left column, 
lines 6-17; and example 2) and document 5 (the claims and paragraph [0046]) cited in the ISR. 
Specifically, documents 1 -4 describe a hair tonic composition containing a derivative of a fatty acid 
having an odd number of carbon chain lengths, or the like, and describe blending a polyglycerin fatty 
acid ester and a sorbitan fatty acid ester with such a composition, and blending other hair tonic 
components, and document 5 describes using 6-benzylaminopurine as a hair tonic component, and 
using the hair tonic component in conjunction with a solubilizing agent such as polyvalent alcohol 
derivative. Therefore, a person skilled in the art could have easily used 6-benzylaminopurine in said 
hair tonic composition. 
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
